The  statement  in  the  BYU  Dress  and 
rooming  Standards  allowing  coeds  to 
ear  slacks  to  classes  may  be 
considered  if  girls  continue  to  disregard 
;  stipulations,  Gerald  J.  Dye,  chairman 
f  the  Dept .  of  University  Standards  said 
:sterday. 


Presently  no  action  is  being  taken  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees  on  this  matter, 
however. 

When  the  Board  allowed  coeds  to  wear 
pants,  it  was  the  “dressy  portion  or  the 
tailored  type”  they  had  in  mind-not 
jeans  and  “boy’s  outfits,”  said  Dye. 

There  are  many  girls  wearing  boys’ 
pants.  This  was  feared  by  the  Board  of 


have  registered  or  plan  to  register  for  the 
spring  term,  and  who  signed  a  44-2 
housing  agreement,  “may  be  relieved 
from  their  housing  commitment  for  the 
spring  term  if  the  Housing  and  Food 
Services  Committee’s  review  of  individual 
circumstances  determines  that  this  action 
is  appropriate.” 

He  also  said  students  who  signed  a 
44-2  housing  contract  earlier  in  the  year, 
and  who  now  plan  to  attend  spring  term, 
will  automatically  be  released  from  their 
agreement  for  spring  term  without 
forfeiting  the  $40  assessment  provided 
for  in  the  contracts. 

Pres.  Oaks’  statement  on  housing 
resulted  from  a  number  of  inquiries  from 
students,  various  residence  halls  student 
organizations  and  the  ASBYU 
Ombudsman. 

Pres.  Oaks  said  that  students  who  feel 
their  circumstances  merit  review,  may 
submit  a  letter  to  the  committee  for 
individual  consideration. 

“Some  students  have  stated  that  they 
signed  their  contracts  for  the  entire  44-2 
period,”  Pres.  Oaks  said,  “without 
understanding  that  this  committed  them 
to  housing  arrangements  beyond  the 
conventional  two-semester  school  year.” 

He  said  these  questions  are  typical  of 


Trustees,  but  they  had  hoped  the  girls 
could  rule  themselves,  he  continued. 

The  women’s  dress  code  states  “dresses, 
sweaters,  blouses  with  skirts,  culottes, 
slacks  or  modest  pantsuits,  not  to  include 
levis,  are  the  only  acceptable  women’s 
wear  for  attendance  at  classes.” 

“Grubby  attire”  may  be  worn  only  in 
the  immediate  living  areas  of  residence 
halls  and  at  informal  outdoor  activities 
such  as  athletic  events,  hayrides  and  other 
activities  where  it  is  appropriate. 

According  to  Dye,  grubby  attire  for 
women  include:  levis,  boy’s  jeans,  pants 
with  holes,  slits  or  with  objects  painted  or 
sewed  on  them. 

Generally  speaking,  those  things  that 
detract  from  the  woman’s  femininity  are 
not  desirable,  he  added. 

It  is  the  duty  of  each  individual  and  the 
entire  University  community  to  uphold 
the  dress  standards,  he  continued.  Those 
girls  who  are  flaunting  the  code  are 
endangering  the  rights  of  the  other  girls 
to  wear  slacks  when  they  wish,  Dye  said. 

According  to  the  code  distributed  by 
the  University,  students  are  expected  to 
support  and  abide  by  the  standards  of 
dress  and  appearance  outlined  by  the 
school.  “Continuing  registration 
constitutes  an  affirmative  consent  to 
abide”  by  the  rules. 

In  addition  to  the  stipulations 
mentioned  by  Dye,  students  are  required 
to  wear  shoes  in  public  campus  areas  with 
shorts  acceptable  only  in  living  and 
athletic  areas. 

Also  explained  in  the  University’s  Dress 
and  Grooming  Standards  are  the  rules 
governing  men’s  hair  styles. 

“Mustaches  are  not  encouraged,  but  if 
worn  should  be  trimmed  above  the 
corners  of  the  mouth.  Long  or  bushy 
sideburns  are  not  acceptable.  Hair  must 
be  styled  so  as  not  to  cover  the  ears  and 
must  be  above  the  collar  in  the  back.” 

Women’s  hemlines  for  dresses,  skirts 
and  culottes  are  “to  be  of  modest 
length.”  This  does  not  include  “low-cut 
necklines  or  strapless  gowns.”

the  kinds  of  problems  that  faculty,  staff, 
students  and  administrators  in  all  parts  of 
the  Univeristy  are  encountering  as  the 
first  experience  with  the  spring  term 
approaches. 

“This  is  a  time  of  difficulty  in  the 
University  and  calls  for  a  great  deal  of 
understanding  and  cooperation  as  we 
move  into  this  new  three-semester 
experience,”  he  said. 

Pres.  Oaks  emphasized  s‘as  a  general 
rule,  student  residents  and  the  University 
must  be  bound  by  the  housing 
agreements.  When  the  University  makes  a 
commitment  to  a  student,  it  must  hire 
personnel  and  reserve  facilities  for  that 
particular  student  ...” 

He  continued,  “Similarly,  students  who 
have  signed  a  housing  agreement  are 
obligated  to  follow  the  terms  of  that 
agreement  even  though  they  later  decide 
that  alternative  arrangements  would  be 
preferable.” 

“This  extraordinary  relief  (which 
would  be  through  individual  review  by 
the  committee)  from  contractual 
obligations  is  associated  with  our 
common  lack  of  experience  with  the  new 
calendar,  and  similar  releases  should  not 
be  expected  in  subsequent  years.”

talks  on  energy  future 


Dr.  Val  A.  Finlayson,  research 
engineer  for  Utah  Power  and 
Light  Company,  will  speak  on 
“Electrical  Energy-the  Next 
Decade”  at  10  a.m.  today  in  456 
MARB. 

In  addition  to  being  an 
interesting  speaker,  Dr.  Finlayson 
is  perhaps  one  of  the 
best-informed  men  in  the  region 
on  the  subject  of  electrical  energy, 
according  to  Brent  V.  Bingham, 
chairman  of  the  College  of 
Engineering  Sciences  and 
Technology  lectures  series. 

Bingham  said  Dr.  Finlayson  will 
review  what  is  being  done  by  Utah 
Power  and  Light  for  the  future 
energy  situation. 

Dr.  Finlayson  received  his  Ph.D. 
in  nuclear  engineering  from  the 
University  of  Utah  in  1969. 

He  has  worked  for  the 
University  of  California  as  a 
research  fellow  from  1966-68  at 
the  Los  Alamos  Scientific 
Laboratory,  and  as  staff  physicist 
at  the  Lawrence  Radiation 


Laboratory  from  1969-72.  He 
joined  Utah  Power  and  Light  in 
1972. 

His  fields  of  research  include 
energy  conversion,  environmental 
controls,  plasma  physics,  atomic 
beam  physics,  high-power  laser 
systems,  and  vacuum  technology. 

He  is  also  the  author  and 
co-author  of  many  technical 
publications.

At  first,  J.  Elliot  Cameran,  dean 
of  Student  Life,  said  the 
administration  would  provide 
$6,000  to  cover  part  of  the  cost,1 
he  continued.  That  would  leave  an 
additional  $2,400  that  needed  to 
be  raised,  Stewart  said. 

However,  financing  of 


Freshman  Orientation  Week  has 
been  complicated,  Lyle  Curtis, 
assistant  dean  of  Student  Life  said 
yesterday  that  the  administration 
had  not  approved  any  funds  to 
finance  the  orientation  activities, 
so  “we  don’t  know  whether  we 
need  $2,400  or  $8,400,”  Stewart 
said.

Amendment  causes  stricter  rules

Requirements  for 
federally-insured  loans  are  stricter 
now  as  a  result  of  new  education 
amendments,  which  became 
effective  March  1. 

Loan  applicants  will  be  “subject 
to  new  delays  and  involved 
applications  required  by  changes 
in  the  program,”  said  Boyd 
Worthington,  director  of  Student 
Financial  Aid. 

“The  federally-insured  loan  was 
originally  set  up  for  those 
students  who  couldn’t  qualify  for 
any  of  the  other  government 
programs  designed  to  help 
students,  such  as  Economic 
Opportunity  Grants,  College  Work 
Study  or  National  Defense  loans,” 
said  Worthington. 

BYU  students  have  not  had 
access  to  other  government 
programs  because  of  the 
University  policy  of  not  accepting 
federal  aid,  he  explained. 

Formerly,  for  a  slightly  higher 
interest  rate  than  other  federal 
student  aid  programs,  a  student 
whose  parents  earned  less  than 
$15,000  annually  could  borrow 
$  1,500  a  year  under  the 
federally -insured  loan  program. 

‘‘The  student  merely  had  to 
come  to  our  office  and  have  his 
student  status  verified.  He  then 
went  to  the  bank  to  negotiate  his 
loan,”  said  Worthington. 

The  program  was  abused, 
however,  and  Congress  redefined 
the  program  to  operate  on  the 
basis  of  need,  he  said.

could  be  borrowed  per  year  was 
raised  to  $2,500,  and  the 
requirements  to  obtain  the  loan 
were  stiffened. 

Under  the  new  requirement, 
students  intending  to  take  out  a 
federally  insured  loan  with 
interest  benefits  (the  government 
pays  the  interest  charge  on  the 
loan),  must  now  have  an  analysis 
of  their  parents’  financial 
condition  done  by  a  professional 
financial  analysis  service. 

At  BYU  the  application  will  be 
sent  to  the  American  College 
Testing  Program,  (ACT)  for 
analysis,  which  will  require  an 
additional  two  to  four  weeks 
before  the  loan  application  can  be 


completed  and  taken  to  the 
lender. 

‘‘Eligibility  for  the 
federally-insured  loan  with 
interest  benefits  is  dependent  on 
this  financial  analysis,”  he 
continued. 

Worthington  also  said  that  any 
student  attending  school  part-time 
who  did  not  qualify  for  interest 
benefits  would  still  be  able  to 
have  the  government  guarantee  his 
loan  from  a  bank.  This  would 
enable  the  student  to  borrow 
without  paying  on  the  principal  of 
the  loan  until  after  graduation, 
paying  just  the  interest 
accumulated  on  the  loan  during 
the  time  he  was  in  school. 


“However,  very  few  banks  are 
giving  loans  out  without  interest 
benefits,”  he  cautioned. 

Another  provision  of  the  new 
regulations  is  that  the  university 
must  now  recommend  a  loan 
amount  to  the  banks  based  on  the 
results  of  the  financial  analysis. 

‘‘Regardless  of  our 
recommendation,  the  student  still 
has  to  find  a  bank  that  will  accept 
him,”  said  Worthington. 

Students  planning  on  the 
federally  insured  loan  for  the 
1973-74  school  year  should  begin 
processing  for  their  loan  before 
they  leave  this  semester  because 
of  the  need  for  a  financial 
analysis,  he  added.

disposes  of  “useless  horses,  old 
ones  or  ones  with  broken  legs,” 
according  to  Glade  Kuhni,  office 
manager. 

Almost  all  the  meat  is  recycled 
through  a  rendering  process,  and 
then  sold  to  a  national  firm  as 
meat,  bone  meal  and  tallow, 
according  to  Kuhni. 

One  of  the  main  products  of  the 
rendering  process  is  the  tallow,  or 
animal  fat.  “It  is  used  to  make 
soap,  glycerin,  face  creams  and 
perfumes,”  Kuhni  explained, 
“after  it’s  been  refined  many 
times.” 

The  firm  does  supply  some 
meat  to  a  Salt  Lake  City  man  who 
makes  it  into  rations  for  zoo 
animals,  and  to  a  mink  farm 
operator.  “But  we  aren’t  equipped 
at  this  time  to  handle  fresh  meat 
for  pet  food,”  Kuhni  said. 

Although  there  are  places  across 
the  country  that  deal  in  horse 
meat  exclusively,  Kuhni  said,  “We 
don’t  really  solicit  live  horses.” 
When  horse  meat  is  sold  for 
human  consumption,  it  must  pass 
government  inspection,  he  added. 

One  BYU  coed,  from 
Cambridge,  Idaho,  reported  that 
her  parents  had  recently  sold  her 
favorite  pet  horse,  “who  was 
getting  really  old.” 

“They  got  $100  for  her,”  she 
explained,  “and  found  out  later 
she’d  been  shipped  to  France  for 
human  consumption  there.  My 
poor  horse,”  she  wailed. 


A  group  of  residents  who  live  in 
north  Orem,  Lehi  and  American 
Fork  have  protested  a  series  of 
sonic  booms  which  they  claimed 
were  causing  the  walls  and  ceilings 
in  their  home  to  crack. 

Chief  Deputy  Sheriff.  Mack 
Holley  said  at  least  three  “blasts” 
north  of  Utah  Valley  are  sonic 
booms.  The  Utah  County 
commission  asked  Holley  to 
investigate  the  blasting  operations 
of  two  companies  near  Utah  Lake, 
IRECO  and  the  Lakeside  Lime 
Co.,  to  determine  the  cause  of 
heavy  jolts  which  many  citizens 
have  recently  complained  about. 

The  IRECO  company  has 
volunteered  to  suspend  its 
operations  in  an  area  that  is 
partially  open  towards  the  Lehi, 
American  Fork  area.  IRECO  said 
it  would  discontinue  operations  in 
this  area  to  see  if  its  operations 
could  have  caused  the  complaints. 

Atmospheric  conditions  in  the 
valley  and  wet  ground  conditions 
could  have  intensified  the  sonic 
booms  according  to  Deputy 
Sheriff  Harold  Ockerman. 

According  to  Holley, 
monitoring  is  taking  place  at  a 


number  of  different  areas.  Holley 
said  that  these  monitoring  checks 
would  continue  in  a  hope  to 
determine  the  cause  of  the 
trouble. 

Deputy  Sheriff  Harold 
Ockerman  said  that  Beal  Air 
Force  Base  in  California  has 
known  of  aircraft  in  this  area. 

Ockerman  said  they  had 
received  complaints  last  week.

Christensen  of  the  Chemical 
Engineering  Dept,  and  collegues  have 
discovered  new  techniques  for  assaying 
hair  samples  for  detecting  trace  mineral 
levels  in  hair  and  then  relating  it  to 
disease.  ( Daily  Universe  March  13, 
1973) 

Dr.  Sippell  of  Florida  first  reported 
on  this  technique  for  use  on  animal 
hair  back  in  1965. 

This  technique  of  assaying  hair  was 
then  pioneered  for  use  on  human  hair 
by  researchers  in  Ogden,  Utah,  in  the 
mid  1960’s  with  the  results  made 
available  to  medical  doctors 
throughout  the  United  States.  There 
were  also  several  scientific  papers 
published  on  this  subject  by  the 
researchers  in  scientific  journals.

Campus  construction  booms

More  details  were  released 
recently  by  Physical  Plant 
Director  Sam  Brewster  on  the 
proposed  Pedestrian  Mall,  J. 
Reuben  Clark  Law  Building  and 
the  expansion  of  the  Wilkinson 
Center. 

The  mall,  to  be  constructed 
between  the  Martin  and  Widtsoe 
buildings  and  the  new  engineering 
building,  is  a  part  of  the  overall 
master  building  plan  for  the 
university. 

“The  pedestrian  mall,” 
according  to  Brewster,  “is 
intended  to  add  to  the  beauty  and 
safety  of  the  campus.  As  it  is  now, 
there  is  far  too  much  vehicle  and 
pedestrian  traffic  causing

Construction  of  the  mall  is 
scheduled  to  begin  May  15,  at 
which  time  the  street  will  be 
taken  out  and  replaced  with  lawn. 
New,  wider  sidewalks  will  replace 
present  walks,  with  criss-crossing 
wallcs  and  benches  for  pedestrian 
convenience. 

Columnar  maples  are  planned  to 
line  the  mall,  “forming  a  vista 
from  the  north  to  the  south,” 
Brewster  said.  Included  in  the 
planning  for  the  mall  will  be 
adequate  night  lighting,  a 
sprinkling  system,  and  planted 
shrubs  and  flowers. 

The  present  one-way  street  that 
runs  past  the  Wilkinson  Center 
will  be .  turned  into  a  two-way 
street,  terminating  at  the  Herald 
R.  Clark  parking  lot. 

THE  PEDESTRIAN  Mall  is 
anticipated  for  completion  Aug. 
15. 

The  J.  Reuben  Clark  Law 
Building  construction  bids  will  be 
opened  April  17.  Brewster  said 
that  construction  on  the  building 
could  start  by  the  end  of  the 
month  “if  we  get  a  decent  bid.” 

The  building,  with  completion 
date  set  for  March  1,  1975,  is  to 
be  constructed  in  the  ELWC 
parking  lot.  With  the  Law 
Building  construction,  321 
student  parking  spaces  will  be 
permanently  lost,  but  129  parking 
stalls  are  planned  to  be  located 
further  to  the  east. 

Brewster  said  this  was  also  part 
of  the  master  plan  for  the  campus 


and  didn’t  see  any  major  problem 
in  this  area  of  expansion  and 
growth.  “It  means,”  he  said, 
“only  a  couple  of  extra  minutes 
of  walking  time.” 

A  new  parking  lot  with  104 
additional  parking  stalls  will 
replace  the  four  temporary 
buildings  located  to  the  south  of 
the  Wilkinson  Center,  he  added. 

Expansion  of  the  Wilkinson 
Center,  currently  in  the  planning 
stages,  is  also  on  tab.  The 
expansion  of  the  Wilkinson  Center 
will  mean  an  additional  ,46,500 
square  feet  for  the  Bookstore,  a 
17,500  square  feet  increase .  in 
post  office  space  and  the 
expansion  of  the  BYU  Credit 
Union  Office  to  2,200  square  feet. 

FOURTEEN  HANDBALL 
courts  are  presently  under 
construction  on  the  site  of  the  old 
stadium,  east  of  the  Richards 
Building.  Bad  weather  has  set 
construction  of  the  courts  behind 
schedule.  Courts  have  been 
planned  for  completion  by  Aug. 
15. 

Other  major  building  projects 
on  campus  include  construction 
of  a  multi-purpose  recreation  area 
in  the  Smith  Fieldhouse,  planned 
to  start  April  23. 

All  of  the  movable  bleachers  on 
the  west  side  of  the  Fieldhouse 
will  be  removed  according  to 
Milton  Hartvigsen,  dean  of  the 
College  of  Physical  Education. 

Work  in  the  Smith  Fieldhouse 
will  provide  space  desperately 
needed  for  athletic  interest, 
according  to  Dean  Hartvigsen.

The  Communist  warning  came 
at  the  first  formal  meeting  of  the 
four-party  military  team  charged 
with  accounting  for  hundreds  of 
missing  Americans  and  with 
recovery  of  the  remains  of  those 
killed  in  action  or  who  died  while 
held  prisoner. 

“These  guys  are  dead  and  the 
Communists  have  very  little 
leverage  in  this  matter,”  said  a 
spokesman  for  the  U.S.  team.

Transferring  to  BYU

Approximately  4,500  students 
transfer  to  BYU  each  year, 
according  to  Robert  Peters  of  the 
Admissions  Counseling 
department. 

Of  the  4,500  students,  about 
800  come  from  Ricks  College, 
200  are  foreign  students  and  the 
rest  come  from  various  colleges 
and  institutions  throughout  the 
country,  records  show. 

One  might  ask  himself  what 
there  is  about  BYU  that  draws  so 
many  people  here  from  various 
walks  of  life  around  the  world. 
The  answers  are  varied. 

Some  come  to  BYU  because 
they  want  to  combine  their 
academic  experience  with  a 
spiritual  one. 

Others  come  to  BYU  because 
they  desire  to  be  at  a  school 
where  they  are  a  majority  and 
don’t  have  to  apologize  for  their 
beliefs  in  the  classroom. 


approximate  3.0  grade  point 
average,”  Robert  Peters  said. 

“There  is  a  tendency  for  grades 
to  drop  slightly  the  first  semester 
for  students  who  are  adjusting 
from  junior  college  to  university 
life,  but  after  that  their  grades  go 
up,”  he  added. 

The  idea  that  you  lose  credit 
when  you  transfer  is  a  misnomer, 
according  to  Peters. 


“We  accept  credit  from  any 
academically  accredited 
institution.  The  problem  which 
does  occur  is  when  students 
expect  their  similar  courses  to 
fulfill  the  specific  classes  required 
here  to  fill  their  groups.  This  same 
problem  occurs  when  one 
transfers  from  one  college  to 
another  within  the  same 
university,”  he  said. 


“We  urge  students  to  get  a 
catalogue  from  the  school  they 
intend  to  graduate  from  and  then 
meet  the  graduation  requirements 
for  that  school,”  he  added. 


AS  MUCH  AS  we  make  light  of 
the  idea,  many  come  here  to  find 
a  mate  who  shares  their  same 
ideals  and  beliefs. 


Pat  Wray,  sophomore  from 
Orange,  Texas,  transferred  to 
BYU  because  she  wanted  to  be 
with  other  people  who  shared  her 
same  beliefs,  ideals,  and  standards. 

“At  the  University  of  Texas 
there  were  only  10  Mormons  out 
of  a  student  body  of  10,000. 
Drugs  were  a  problem,  and  most 
of  the  kids’  standards  were  so 
foreign  to  mine,”  she  said. 

“I  waited  for  two  years  to  be 
able  to  come  to  the  ‘Y,’  so  I 
consider  it  a  real  privilege  to  be 
here,”  she  added. 

Wayne  Robinson  from  Valley 
Forge,  Penn.,  transferred  to  BYU 
because  he  was  a  new  convert  and 
wanted  to  “strengthen  his  faith.” 
He  had  previously  attended  Saint 
Columbian’s  Seminary  in 
Oconomowoc,  Wisconsin. 

“The  statistics  indicate  that  the 
transfer  student  has  an 


THE  ADMISSIONS  OFFICE 

specifies  three  basic  qualifications 
which  need  to  be  met  before 
students  may  be  officially 
transferred  to  BYU. 


First,  students  with  fewer  than 
24  semester  hours  must  have  their 
high  school  credits  and  ACT 
scores  available  for  evaluation. 
Students  with  24  or  more  hours 
will  be  evaluated  on  their  college 
work. 

Second,  every  student  must 
have  an  interview  with  his  bishop 
and  agree  to  adhere  to  the  BYU 
honor  and  dress  code. 

Third,  students  should  have  a 
minimum  GPA  of  2.5.  However, 
records  of  students  with  a  GPA 
below  a  2.5  are  reviewed  and  they 
are  evaluated  on  their  individual 
merits. 

“We  look  for  reasons  to  accept 
students  rather  than  reject  them. 
We  try  to  give  them  the  benefit  of 
the  doubt  and  all  the 
opportunities  we  can,”  Peters 
said.

Carolina  s  Brown  honored 


NEW  YORK  (AP)  Larry 
Brown,  at  32  the  youngest  coach 
in  pro  basketball,  was  named  the 
American  Basketball  Association’s 
Coach  of  the  Year  this  week  after 
leading  the  Carolina  Cougars  to 
the  league’s  best  record. 

But  Brown  isn’t  sure  he  will 
continue  as  head  coach  of  the 
Cougars. 

“I  didn’t  want  to  be  a  pro 
coach,”  Brown  explained  Monday 
after  receiving  the  honor  in  his 
first  season  on  the  job.  “I  don’t 
know  if  I’m  in  the  right  area.  I 
always  wanted  to  be  a  college 
coach.” 

Brown,  who  played  with  five 
different  teams  in  the  ABA’s  first 
five  years  before  retiring  as  a 
player  after  last  season,  received 
eight  of  the  10  votes  cast  by  the 
league’s  coaches. 

A1  Bianchi  of  Virginia  and  Alex 
Hannum  of  Denver  each  received 
one  vote. 

“Being  named  Coach  of  the 
Year  was  something  I  didn’t  think 


about  when  the  season  started  and 
something  I  didn’t  expect,”  said 
Brown.  “But  it’s  quite  an  honor. 
I’m  really  thrilled.” 

In  his  first  coaching  season, 
Brown  took  a  team  that  never  had 
a  winning  record  in  five  years  and 
finished  fifth  in  the  East  last 
season,  33  games  behind 
first-place  Kentucky,  and  molded 
it  into  a  division  champion. 

The  Cougars,  35-49  last  season, 
finished  the  1972-73  campaign  at 
57-27,  edging  the  Colonels  for  the 
East  title  by  one  game. 

The  Cougars’  best  previous 
finish  was  42-42  in  1969-70,  the 
first  season  they  moved  to 
Carolina  after  having  played  in 
Houston  for  two  seasons. 

Brown  is  the  second  straight 


first-year  coach  to  win  the  award, 
following  Dallas’  Tom  Nissalke. 
Other  winners  were  Vince  Cazetta 
in  1967-68,  Hannum  in  1968-69, 
Bill  Sharman  and  Joe  Belmont  in 
1969-70,  and  Bianchi  in  1970-71.
